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THREE MONTHS IN JAIL, THEN 
ACQUITTED OF AUTO THEFT 


David J. Murphy, 27, Freed on 
Charge on Which Companion 
Got 10 Years. 

After spending three months in 
jail in default of $10,000 bail, Da- 
vid J. Murphy, 27 years old, 425 
Fairlawn avenue, Webster Groves. 
a chauffeur, was acquitted of grand 
larceny by a jury in Circuit Judge 
Mulloy’s court at Clayton yester- 
day. 

Murphy was charged with par- 
ticipation in the theft of a Hudson 
touring car from Otis Alderson, 
9308 St. Charles road, on Ang. 26, 
1927. John Conley, arrested with 
Murphy on the same charge, was 
sentenced to 10 years in the peni- 
tentiary on Nov. 16, 1927.

Respousibility for the conduct of a great corporation cannot be placed upon its 
owners, the stockholders, but must be exercised by the managers; they afe re- 
sponsible not only for its material welfare but for its moral conduct; expediency, 
it nothing else, has raised the moral level of big business. ' 


OWEN D. YOUNG in REVIEW OF REVIEWS. 


URING the last 39 years the moral 
standards of business have been ad- 


vanced, A certain amount of astutencss 
and cleverness and sharpness of the earlier 
day has disappeared, They would not worx 
very well in large business. A storekeeper 
may short-measure or short-wetzgh his cus- 
tomer and make a little by that méthod. 
Hic may even induce his clerk to short- 
weigh or short-measure. epee he cannot or- 
inize @ Vast department tore on that 
basis. Either his employes are honest peo- 
ple who would refuse to do it, or he would 
soon have as employes a vas! organization 
of crooks who would beat each other and 
soon ruin the proprietor himself. 

Big business does not lend itself readily 
to dishonesty and crookedness. Great or- 
canizations of human beings cannot be bu 
on that theory.

PAPERS AGREE ON USE 
OF SHORT WAVE RADIO 


Request U. S. Board to Give 
Each of Chief News Services 
Seven Channels. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—Fac- 
tions among applicants for short 
wave communication channels set 
aside for the use of the press by 
the Federal Radio Commission 
reached an agreement yesterday 
which they submitted to the com- 
mission. 

Under the agreement, which the 
commission will consider later, the 
International News Service, the 
United Press and the Associated 
Press each would receive seven of 
the 40 channels available. The re- 
maining 19 channels would be al- 
located to the Consoldiated Press 
and the large newspapers, most of 
which maintain news distributing 
organizations. 

The allocation of the channels, 
the commission was informed, 
would be predicated on the commis- 
sion’s waiving the policy which re- 
quires all those receiving short 
wave channels to become public 
utilities. The waiving of the pub- 
lic utility policy, said John Fran- 
cis Neyland of San Francisco, who 
presented the compromise plan, 
would be necessary if the Associat- 
ed Press, which under its charter 
could not function as a public util- 
ity, was to make use of short wave 
radio. 

Neyland attacked the public uttl- 
ity policy of the commission in the 
allocation of press waves on the 
ground that it would give govern- 
mental bodies control over the 
press, or at least the agencies of 
the press, and with such contro! 
possible “the freedom of the press 
would meet its death.”
